In general we favor giving 


your partner a major suit 
raise any time your hand 
calls for it. There is one ex- 
ception to this. When a game 
forcing bid has been made 
and we intend to raise our 
partner later we will some- 
times bid no-trump as a 
warning against getting to an 
optimistic slam later on. 


North had no reason to be 


ashamed of his opening bid.

ATLANTA, ca. (AP) - The 


discovery of a significant new 
fossil, perhaps related to the ev- 
olution of man, was announced 
today at the second Internation- 
al Congress of Prlmatology. 


The 
announcement— by 
Dr. 


Elwyn L. Simons of Yale Uni- 
versity and Dr. S. R. K. Chopra 
of Panjab University, Chandi- 
garh, India—came In a paper 
prepared for delivery by Simons 
to the congress, attended by 
some 300 scientists from 15 na- 
tions. 


Simons said the discovery Is 


that of "an excellently pre- 
served Jaw of a new kind of gl- 
gantoplthecus of the Middle 
Pliocene Age," 


Sources explained that the gi- 


gantopithocus Is a form of pri- 
mate—the order of mammals 
which Includes man, apes and 
monkeys-and said the Middle 
Pliocene Age dates back some 
five million to 10 million years, 


Simons said the find appears 


to be "the oldest Jaw recovered 
to date to the old world of an an- 
imal related to the great apes 
and man which shows pron- 
ounced reduction of front tooth 
size," 


Sources interpreted this to to* 


dicate some humanoid tenden- 
cies, 


"Even if It Is not related to 


any later primates other than 
the Chinese gigantoplthecus, the 
new todlan discovery is impor- 
tant because fossils^ whether of 
ape or human affinity** are al- 
most unkjiowy from the Middle 
and Late Pliocene deposits of 
the old world," Simons said to a 
statement, 


He also said that the ftod is 


"the roost complete mandible, 
or lower Jawbone, of an ape 
found to Europe or Asia in ter- 
tiary roeks since 1876," 


The new discovery was made 
about 30 ro<ies north of — 


In the northern India state of 
Hemachal Pradesh by a Si- 
mons-Chopra field party under 
the direction of Grant E. Meyer, 
research associate of Simons at 
Yale. 


The Jaw was found In rocks of 


the 
Dhok 
Pathan 
formation, 


generally considered to be of 
the Middle Pliocene Age or ear- 
lier, Simons said, and the size 
"suggests that this animal was 
larger or bulkier than most 
present day gorillas." 


The research, known as the 


Chandigarh-Yale project, was 
conducted In the foothills of the 
Himalayas and was supported 
by grants from the National Sci- 
ence Foundation and the Smith- 
sonian foreign currency pro- 
gram,

U.S. Planes 
Again Slam 
N. Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) -* U.S. Air 


Force 852 bombers attacked the 
southernmost part 
of North 


Vietnam with the heaviest sa- 
turation raids of the war iVton- 
day and today, 


Wave after wave of A mertca'j 


biggest bombers—15 planes In 
all flying from bases In Okina- 
wa, Thailand and Guam— un- 
leashed more than four million 
pounds of explosives on enemy 
targets Just above South Viet- 
nam's border, 


Each D52 carried about 54,000 


pounds of SOtkutd 750-pound 
bombs. 


Nine missions of five planes 


each hit fust Inside North Viet- 
nam. Another 
six missions 


struck the northern half of the 
demilitarized zone. 


The main targets were North 


Vietnamese 
storage 
areas, 


caves, bunkers and artillery 
sites, die aim was to wipe out 
enemy big guns that have been 
steadily hammering U.S. com- 
bat bases and supply lines just 
below the eastern flank of the 
DMZ and firing at allied war- 
ships offshore. Another objec- 
tive was to stem the increasing 
flow of war materials to enemy 
troops in South Vietnam. 


Such heavy BSE strikes some- 


times have signaled a massive 
American ground sweep. It is 
most unlikely that American 
troops plan a sweep into the 
northern half of the DMZ or 
above it. But the B52s could be 
softening up the enemy's artil- 
lery to limit their reaction to 
other U.S. offensives along the 
frontier. 


U.S. sources said the storage 


areas—caves and bunkers—sup- 
ply both North Vietnamese infil- 
trators headed south and the ar- 
tillery crews attacking South 
Vietnam's frontier, 


The sources pointed out that

North Vietnam's southern pan- 
handle by smaller fighter-bomb- 
ers in June—an average of 122 a 
day— U.S. Intelligence source? 
say the enemy is pouring more 
supplies and troops Into South 
Vietnam than ever before. 


In South Vietnam, only one 


significant ground action was 
reported Monday as a general 
lull continued, 


to a day of fighting three 


miles southeast of the nearly 
abandoned combat base at Khe 
Sanh, 157 North Vietnamese 
were killed, U.S. Marines re- 
ported. 
A Marine company 


clashed with one enemy force in 
the area and called in air 
strikes and artillery. UjS. pilots 
also found a second enemy 
group nearby,
